If  you  are  not  acquainted  with  the  Gardner  Nur¬ 
series  at  Osage,  Iowa,  I  want  to  explain  that  our  busi¬ 
ness  was  started  away  back  in  1857,  when  the  writers 
grandfather,  Nathaniel  Clark  Gardner  and  family,  with 
all  of  their  worldly  goods,  left  Otsego  County,  New 
York,  in  an  Ox-drawn  covered  wagon,  and  after  months 
of  slow  traveling,  they  crossed  the  great  Mississippi  River 
and  found  here  in  Northern  Iowa  the  location  of  their 
dreams.

In  the  covered  wagon  and  counted  as  the  family’s 
mo$t  prized  possessions,  were  hardy  perennial  flowering 
plants,  small  trees,  seeds,  etc.  for  the  planting  of  the  new 
western  home.  Such  was  the  beginning  of  the  Gardner 
Nurseries,  now  being  conduced  by  the  third  genera¬ 
tion  of  decendents  of  this  pioneer  horticulturist. 

At  the  close  of  the  Civil  war  Charles  F.  Gardner  be¬ 
came  associated  with  his  father  and  Started  the  work  of 
fruit  and  flower  breeding  and  propagation,  in  which  he 
was  very  successful.  He  was  the  firSt  person  to  grow 
Evergreens  from  seed,  weSt  of  the  Mississippi  River. 
Thousands  of  Evergreen  Groves,  Apple  Orchards  and 
Landscape  Plantings,  scattered  over  the  middle  weSt, 
Stand  to-day  as  a  memorial  to  the  energy  and  zeal  of  his 
horticultural  efforts. 

About  1890  he  Started  the  work  of  Plum  Breeding 
and  was  very  successful  in  originating  new  varieties  of 
great  merit,  some  of  these  new  sorts  bearing  plums  that 
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A  group  of  Great  Plains  Horticulturists,  including  the  Professors  of 
Horticulture  from  Agricultural  Colleges  of  the  Middle  West  and 
Canada,  in  a  field  of  our  Giant  Everbearing  Strawberries  on 
August  12th. 

measured  up  to  6M  inches  around  and  of  most  excellent 
quality.  A  few  years  later  we  started  experiments  in 
breeding  and  originating  new  varieties  of  strawberries, 
working  especially  to  prolong  the  season  of  fruiting.  We 
made  thousands  of  crosses  between  the  earlier  varieties 
of  Everbearing  Strawberries  and  even  imported  plants 
from  France  and  Mexico  for  this  purpose.  One  year  we 
grew  80,000  Hybrid  Seedlings,  every  plant  different  with 
no  two  exactly  alike.  In  this  lot  we  found  some  valuable 
new  varieties  and  among  them  was  our  No.  999  Giant. 

After  working  with  the  Everbearing  varieties  of  straw¬ 
berries  for  a  number  of  years,  we  decided  to  see  what 
would  come  from  crosses  made  between  the  Number  999 
Giant  Everbearing  and  the  big  Premier  once-a-year  fruit¬ 
er,  and  Dame  Nature  surely  rewarded  our  efforts  for  a- 
mong  the  seedlings  resulting  from  this  experiment  were 
the  outstanding  new  strawberries,  Red  Gold  and  Blizzard 
King. 

We  have  always  made  a  specialty  of  growing  hardy 
Perennial  Flowering  Plants  and  during  the  past  few  years 
we  have  greatly  increased  this  department  of  our  busi¬ 
ness,  adding  many  new  and  rare  varieties  not  usually 
found  in  this  country.  At  present  time  we  have  over 
eight  miles  of  beds  of  Hardy  Perennial  and  Rock  Gar¬ 
den  plants.  We  were  one  of  the  first  nurseries  in  this 
country  to  grow  the  Oriental  Poppy  and  many  thousands 
of  Flower  Gardens  glow  in  season,  with  great  loads  of 
the  beautiful  flaming  red  poppies,  grown  on  plants  ship¬ 
ped  from  the  Gardner  Nurseries. 

Our  desire  has  been  to  grow  great  quantities  of  the 
best  Hardy  Perennial  and  Rock  Garden  plants,  so  that 
we  can  offer,  fresh  young  vigorous  plants,  to  our  friends 
at  prices  that  will  show  them  a  big  saving,  and  so  help 
to  make  our  slogan  "More  Fruits  and  Flowers  for 
Every  Home"  a  reality.

ROCK  GARDENS  AND  LILY  POOLS 

The  planning  and  making  of  a  Rock  Garden  is  the  most  fascinating  ot  all 
garden  activities.  One  reason  for  this  is  that  the  Rock  Garden  does  not  have 
to  be  made  or  planted  at  any  certain  time  of  the  year,  nor  does  it  have  to  be 
completed  at  one  planting.  In  fact,  the  Rock  Gardens  that  are  giving  their 
owners  the  most  enjoyment  are  those  that  are  never  completely  finished,  but 
where  there  is  always  room  to  add  some  rare  Alpine  plant  or  a  new  rock  of 
special  formation,  from  time  to  time.  Rock  Gardens  may  vary  from  one  which 
takes  but  a  little  corner  of  the  Garden,  to  one  covering  the  entire  hillside  of 
some  large  estate,  and  each  be  equally  pleasing  to  its  owner.  There  is  usually 
a  place  for  a  Bird  Bath  or  Lily  Pool  in  nearly  every  Rock  Garden.  Water  gar¬ 
dening  is  also  very  fascinating.  We  have  a  leaflet  on  Rock  Gardens  and  also 
one  on  Lily  Pools  that  we  will  be  glad  to  send  you  if  you  would  like  them. 

DISTANCES  FOR  PLANTING.  Moft  Perennials  do  beft  when  group* 
ed  together,  with  plants  6  to  12  inches  apart.  If  set  in  rows  across  a  bed,  have 
the  plants  about  8  inches  apart  in  rows  and  the  rows  12  to  15  inches  apart. 
If  single  hedge  row  or  border  effect  is  wanted,  either  set  a  single  or  double 
row  with  plants  8  inches  apart  set  alternate.  Where  a  single  clump  effeCt  is 
wanted  it  is  better  to  set  three  to  five  plants  4  to  6  inches  apart,  so  that  they 
will  grow  together  and  give  the  effect  of  one  large  plant.  In  planning  where 
to  set  your  plants,  notice  the  heights  given  after  name  of  each  variety.  This 
is  average  ultimate  h  ight  of  plants  when  in  blossom.  Then  plan  to  set  the 
larger  growing  varieties  in  background  and  the  smaller  sorts  in  front. 

TRANSPLANTING  AND  CULTURAL  DIRECTION.  Perennial 
plants  should  be  set  into  the  ground  to  same  depth  or  juft  a  trifle  deeper  than 
they  ftood  in  nurseries.  Dig  holes  deep  enough  so  that  the  roots  of  the  plants 
can  go  ftraight  down  into  the  soil  to  their  full  length.  We  advise  the  use  of 
Peat  Humus  for  putting  in  holes  around  bottom  part  of  roots.  A  good  way 
to  do  is  to  dig  hole,  place  plant  in  position,  throw  in  a  handful  of  Peat,  fill 
in  earth  up  to  within  an  inch  or  so  of  ground  level.  Then  fill  hole  wirh  water 
and  let  it  soak  away.  Then  fill  in  with  earth  to  ground  level,  firming  and 
smoothing  soil  with  hands.  If  hot  and  ary  weather  conditions  prevail  when 
plants  are  set,  shade  for  a  few  days  until  they  become  established.  Com¬ 
plete  Transplanting  and  Cultural  directions  are  sent  with  each  shipment  from 
our  Nurseries.

DELP HINIUM,  (Perennial  Laikspur),  3  to  6ft.  Without  doubt  the  moS 
popular  of  all  the  haidy  perennials.  Succeeds  in  all  soils  and  locations  and 
will  give  you  more  satisfaction  and  pleasure  than  any  other  flower.  The  tall 
growing  varieties  reach  height  of  4  to  6  ft.  and  the  dwarf  class  from  2  to  3 
ft.  The  flowers  appear  in  early  June  and  if  not  allowed  to  go  to  seed  the 
plants  will  continue  flowering  throughout  the  growing  season.  Delphini¬ 
ums  like  a  well  drained  rich  soil.  If  soil  shows  acid  reaction  a  little  lime 
around  the  plants  will  overcome  the  acidity.  They  do  beSt  on  a  so  called 
sweet  soil.  As  Peat  Humus  is  slightly  acid,  a  litde  lime  should  be  mixed 
with  same  when  used  with  Delphiniums,  which  makes  it  as  beneficial  as 
with  other  plants.  We  have  been  growing  Delphiniums  for  many  years, 
importing  seed  from  the  belt  growers  in  Europe,  and  have  some  wonderful 
new  Strains  running  to  double  and  semi-double  flowers  with  two  and  three 
color  tones.  As  moSt  Delphiniums  do  not  come  true  fiom  seed,  they  are 
mostly  grown  and  sold  under  Strain  names  with  mixed  colors  as:  Triple 
X  Hybrids,  Gold  Medal  Hybrids,  etc.  We  can  supply  plants  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  named  varieties  and  Strains.
